THE TARIFY. 


Randall’s Bill to Be Intro- 
: duced in the House, 


His Statement as to the Terms and 
Scope of the Measure. 


The Internal Tax on Tobacco and Fruit 
Brandy to Be Repealed. 


A Large Number of Articles Now Paying Daties 
Carried to the Free List—The Bill Intended to 
Reduce as Well as to Equalize Duties— The 
Main Principles which Aae Involved.

WASHINGTON, March 11.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.| Mr. Randall has completed 
his tariff bill and will introduce it in the 
House tomorrow. In explanation of its 
terms and scope, he 
statement: 

The bill repeals the internal tax on 
tobacco and on fruit brandies. It also re- 
peals the license tax on wholesale and 
retail liquor dealers, leaving these as recom- 


mended by Jefferson, so ubatthe “State, 


authorities might adopt them.” It 
makes alcohol used in the arts free 
and reduces the tax on whisky to 
50 cents per gallon. The tariff bill is a 
careful and complete revision of the whole 


bad | tariff system. It carries to the free list a

Y | and which enter into consumption either as 


raw material or otherwise, and in the pro- 
duction of which there is injurious compe- 
tition between this and other countries. ln 
the revision of the tariff the aim has been 
to intelligently apply consistent principles 
to all branches of industry; and in so doing 
our industrial system has been considered 
as a whole and differing from other in- 
dustrial systems, in the important fact that 
labor in this country receives a larger share 
of the annual products of labor and capital 
combined than in any other country. This 
is an important advantage to the labor in- 
terests of the United States. 

The bill aims to preserve throughout, 
while at the same time, in fairness to all 
interests, as #tated in the Chicago plat- 
form, to reduce and equalize, duties on im- 
ports. Th: principles applied to the re- 
vision of the tariff in this bill are, first: 

That the difference in the cost of 
ducing commodities in this and other coun- 
tries, where there is no climatic or other 
natural causes by which they cannot be pro- 
duced abundantly in this country, has been 
studied and everywhere adhered to as a 
cardinal principle to be enforced in any re- 
vision of the tariffs. 

Insuch a scheme all industries of the 
country should stand on an equal footing, 
and in no instance should the powers of the 
Government be used to elevate. one 
above another.
